MURDERED MAN.FRb^.FAlRFIELD 


Wayneiboro, Feb. 4. — A mountain 


nun hunt, the tequel of the killing of 
William Day wait, • policeman, when two 
drunken rnetic deiperadon were run out 
of town, luit night, ended today in the 
fatal •booting of Abram Bernei and the 
arreit of hii brother William, the two 
whose oaroneal started the double trage- 
dy. Abrwn died confetmng it WH hie 
bullet that had killed Day wait. A litter 
WM the nnwilling meamqf running down 
the two men, who last night had beaten 
off ii ptiwe in a battle at their mountain 
home. Forced to lead the man-hunters, 
it'was from her buggy and by her aide 
that Curtis Davies, a State' Policeman, 
•hot down Abram. 


The brothera came into Wayneaboro 


from their montain home at Glen Forney 
aat evening, and began drinking, /their 
disregard of the law and the righto of 
then eaueed a lot of trouble. The d is- 
urbance they created finally caused the 
be police to order, them out of town 
itephen Staley, chief of the poliece, and 
William.-Day.wait, a policeman, followed 
hem 
The mountaineers observed them 


and when they got to the edge of the 
own they-fired shote from their rerolv< 
era. 
A bullet struck a young woman, Su- 


san McGrath, in the foot, and the police 
decided to arrest the brothers. They were 
)iireued and one of them turned and fir- 
ed. The bullet struck Day wait and he 
dropped to the ground and expired in a 
'ew minutes. Chief Staley summoned 
lelp. Word was sent to Chamberaburg 
and Sheriff Walker and Trooper Daviea 
jame to Waynesboro and organized a 
posse; They left immediately, and reach- 
ed the home of the Barnes men after 
midnight. The instant members, of the 
JOBMS came within range the two moun- 
aineers opened fire on them, bullets bare- 
ly .missing the, sheriff and 
members 


of the posse. It .was then decided to wait 
for daylight, and when dawn came the 
sheriff i State policeman and the others in 
the party returned to the scene. -As they 
drew near a girl was observed driving in 
buggy in the direction of the supposed 
biding place of the desperadoes. She 
proved to be rose Barnes, a sister of the 
men. 
Trooper Daviee jumped into the 


buggy and ordered the girl to drive on. 
This the girl did reluctantly. Da vies had 
his rifle in his hand. They came near the 
home of Abe Barnes and as they ap 
proaehed Abe came from the side of the 
building to meet his sister, and bill was 
just behind him. The older Barnes car 
ried a Winchester pump rifle. His broth 
er also had a rifle in his hands. The two 
boys did not know Da vies and came tow- 
ard the buggy,: slowly .and thenj^halted. 
Daviea called to them: "Boys come here, 
I want you,-r am a State officer." "I'll 
die before you get me" called Abe as he 
pointed his rifle at the policeman. Abe 
was standing with his leftside toward Da- 
yieeand was backing'toward the moun 
tain, with Bih behind him. Just as Abe 
threw the gun in position to shoot, Da- 
vies fired, hitting Abe in the. left side of 
the back and dropping him to the ground. 
"Drop that gun or I'll, shoot you too," 
called the Corporal to Bill and seeing his 
danger, the man obeyed. 
Physicians 


from Waynesboro cared for Abram until 
be died, several hours later. Before he 
died he admitted that he bad fired the 
shot that killed the policeman, and said 
that he did not mean to kill him. Abram 
was 34 years old. William, who is young- 
er than Abram, was handcuffed and 
brought to Waynesboro. Magistrate Pot- 
ter committed him without bail to Cham* 
bersbnrg jail. 


William Day wait was born near Fair- 


field, Feb. 28, 1875, a son of the late Jere- 
miah Day wait. His mother is still living. 
He resided in that section until his 
marriage and then moved to Emmitsburg 
where he lived until five years ago when 
he went to Waynesboro to serve as pa- 
trolman on the police force. 
He is sur- 


vived bv hi*- widow and five'small sons.

Ten. directors of the Mercantile 


hank, one of the most important finan- 
cial institutions in Memphis, Teun., 
has filed a etition In the chancery 
6ourt in Memphis, charging that the 
.bank was insolvent as the result of 
the alleged misappropriation of more 
than $750,000 by C. Hunter Raine, the 
Institution's president.* It is stated'the 
defalcations may reach $1,500,000. 
.In the petition Elaine was held sole- 
ly responsible for the apparent short- 
age, approximately $788,804,, which, it 
is charged, he obtained "by a system 
of handling its drafts, property and 
exchange in such a way as to deceive 
the directors and to conceal his ma 
nipulations," the total amount 
rol 


which it was, alleged he lost in specu- 
lation. 


The petition places the liabilities of 


the bank at approximately $2,196,894, 
with assets of $1,408,089. In a publish- 
ed statement on Jan, ,9 the liabilities 
were given as; $2,436,197. At that time 
the total deposits were $1,861,109, of 
which $344;253 were saVings accounts. 
The bank is capitalized at $200,000 and 
has a surplus of $100,000.

Miss Grace Qualde, . tweriiy-three

Her hus- 
band died a few days ago, after lingering 
nearly 3 months with a broken back, 
at Towands. Thejunknown future and 
the burden of caring; for the 11 fatherless 
children sUrhig her in the face, was too 
much for the frail woman.

ada. A man was hurt In Montreal -by 
being thrown from a wagon when hia 
horse was frightened by bricks and 
boards falling from the top of a bnild- 
ing.'

In Verdune, a suburb of Montreal, 


hundreds of. persons rushed from -their 
homes in panic. The mayor of Ver- 
dune said that it sounded as if "a five- 
ton truck was being pulled through 
the streets at high speed." 


In the parliament building at Otta- 


wa pictures were shaken 'from the 
walls, tables , and; desks were over- 
turned, and buildings rocked upon? 
their foundations. Membersf of parlia- 
ment ran bareheaded into the streets. 
Telephone poles were shaken down on 
the outskirts of the city and telephone 
communication with some; - :districts 


interrupted. Residents of the out- 


skirts ; were panic-stricken and fled 
from their homes Into the open fields. 


The shock throughout the St. Law- 


rence Talley was the severest .Tecpf fl- 
ed in the memory of the oldest^inhab- 
itants, but no damage was reported 
thereV : " • /- , "V

Several buildings in Brooklyn, in- 


cluding borough hall and: the court 
house, were shaken. Tenants ;m New 
York's highest buildings—the Wool- 
worth and Singer—said that they felt 
no tremors whatever. 


Syracuse was thrown into' a panic 


when there was a distinct trembling 
of the earth lasting about.fifteen sec- 
onds. 
Desks 
in .^downtown offices 


shook. 
The tremors seemed to go 


east and west. In the residential dis- 
tricts the shock was quite severe, and 
in some places plants and dishes were 
tumbled down. 


Some residents of Syracuse state 


that the shock was so severe that they 
were terrorized. In the South High 
School 
the 
children 
were 
panic- 


stricken, and at Grant public school 
several bricks were dislodged and the 
children were dismissed. No section of 
the city escaped, but the large busi 
ness blocks suffered the least. 


In Ogdensburg buildings shook per- 


ceptibly, and some chimneys fell. T:l- 
ephone girls fled from their switch- 
boards. In some homes furniture was 
overturned and dishes thrown from 
the tables. The tremors lasted thirty 
seconds.

A severe shock was felt in Rome 


and throughout that section of Onelda 
county. Dishes shook on their shelves 
and type in the newspaper 
offices 


moved on the galleys. 


An earthquake of twenty seconds' 


duration was recorded on the seismo- 
graph at the state geologists' office tn 
Albany. It was noticeable about the 
capitol, where a number of pictures 
were shaken from the walls 


left temple and McFadden was shot in 
the right temple.

He took a new car and drove 
to the Lutz home, where he met Anna, 
and took her for a ride. 
McFadden 


drove the car at a high rate of speed 
to Latrobe, where he called up j bis 
employer on the telephone. 


Turner said that he thought Mc- 


Fadden intended stealing the car.and 
he Immediately sent out two other 
employes, John and Victor Hayden, in 
a high-powered machine and told them 
to stay on the state road and overtake 
McFadden. 


On reaching Latrobe the pursuers 


were told that the TiisrliinR containing 
Miss Lutz and McFarU'.o.; 
through that city at the rui'j "o. torty 
miles an hour. 


They overtook the machine stand- 


ing on top of a knoll, to the ri ~ht ot 
the road, with the engine still :-;niag. 
Both Miss Lutz and McFadtlen ware 
sitting upright in the front spate: the 
machine.' 


Miss Lutz had been shot twice in 


the left temple and had evidently died 
instantly. There, hat! apparently been 
no struggle, and it is thought that Mc- 
Fadden shot the girl without her sus- 
pecting what he was going to do; He 
then fired a bullet into his own right 
temple. The revolver was found lying 
between the young couple, with three 
empty chambers. Another revolver, 
loaded, was found in McFaddeh's coat 
pocket. 


Girl Accuses Physician.

Wllkes-Barre, Pa., of Josephine Man- 
dellne, seventeen years of age, Dr. W". 
P. Harrison, one of the leading phy- 
sicians of Plains, Pa., was arrested, 
accused of performing an unprofes- 
sional operation, which resulted 'to the 
girl's.death.

In Verdune, a suburb of Montreal, 
hundreds of persons rushed from their 
homes In panic. The mayor of Ver­ 
dune said that it sounded as if “a flve- 
ton truck was being pulled through 
the streets at h(gh speed." 


In the parliament building at Otta­ 
wa pictures were shaken from the 
walls, tables 
and desks were over­ 
turned, and 
buildings 
rocked upont 
their foundations. Members of parlia­ 
ment ran bareheaded into the streets. 
Telephone poles were shaken down on 
the outskirts of the city and telephone 
communication with 
some 
districts 
was interrupted. Residents of the out­ 
skirts 
were 
panic-stricken and fled 
from their homes into the open fields. 


The shock throughout the St. Law­ 
rence valley was the severest record­ 
ed in the memory of the oldest Inhab­ 
itants, but no damage was reported 
there. 


Several buildings in Brooklyn, in­ 
cluding borough hall and the court 
house, were shaken. Tenants In New 
York's highest buildings—the Wool- 
worth and Singer—said that they felt 
no tremors whatever. 


Syracuse was thrown into a panic 
when there was a distinct trembling 
of the earth lasting about fifteen sec­ 
onds. 
Desks 
in vdowntown offices 
shook. 
The tremors seemed to go 
east and west. In the resld^itial dis* 
tricts the shock was quite severe, and 
in some places plants and dishes were 
tumbled down. 


Some 
residents of Syracuse state 
that the shock was so severe that they 
were terrorized. In the South High 
School 
the 
children 
were 
panic- 
stricken, and at Grant public school 
several bricks were dislodged and the 
children were dismissed. No section of 
the city escaped, but the large bus! 
ness blocks suffered the least* 


In Ogdensburg buildings shook per­ 
ceptibly, and some chimneys fell. T I* 
ephone girls fled from their switch­ 
boards. In some homes furniture wfas 
overturned and dishes thrown from 
the tables. The tremors lasted thirty 
seconds. 


A severe shock was felt in Romo 
and throughout that section of Oneida 
county. Dishes shook on their shelves 
and type in the newspaper 
offices 
moved on the galleys. 


An earthquake of twenty seconds’ 
duration was recorded on the seismo­ 
graph at the state geologists’ office in 
Albany. It was noticeable about the 
capitol, where a number of pictures 
were shaken from the walls 


“I'm In Latrobe and going over the 
mountains. You’ll never see me again,” 
was the message which McFadden tel­ 
ephoned to his employer, Elmer Tur­ 
ner, manager of the Standard Garage.

Meats should 
be, if cooked, carefully wrapped or 
covered with waxed paper, to keep 
them from drying out, even if kept in 
freezing temperature.

A bit of finely chopped chicken, 


goose or turkey will season a large 
dish of macaroni when put in in lay- 
ers. And chicken croquettes, if care- 
fully mads and nicely served, will 
make a most appetizing dish.

herbs. 
Summer savory, sweet mar-, 
joram and parsley are a good combi-» 
nation. Cover and cook slowly three 
hours. An hour before serving add a 
cupful of chopped raisins with a few 
left whole, a cup of orange juice or 
Jelly, and simmer. Just before serv­

FOOD THE DAY AFTER. 


If less was said about rehashing dif­ 
ferent foods and serving leftovers it 
would be better for all concerned. If 
care is taken of food, especially in 
the cold weather, it will be good even 
a week or more after. 
Meats should 
be, if cooked, carefully wrapped or 
covered with waxed paper, to keep 
them from drying out, even if kept in 
freezing temperature. 


A bit of cold roast turkey or fowl 
of any kind is often more appreciated 
at its second appearing than it was 
when first cooked. 


A bit of finely chopped chicken, 
goose or turkey will season a largo 
dish of macaroni when put in In lay­ 
ers. And chicken croquettes, if care­ 
fully made and nicely served, will 
make a most appetizing dish. 


A souffle with chopped fowl for its 
seasoning is another dainty dish fit 
to set before the finest guest. 


A salad of bits of meat, crisp cab­ 
bage and celery with a good dresiing 
1s always popular. 


Bits of turkey or chicken cut up 
with a knife and added to a good 
cream sauce, then poured over well 
buttered toast, makes a good break­ 
fast dish. 


Chicken Timbale.—To two cups of 
bits of fowl, add one cup of soft brerfd 
crumbs and a half cup of hot milk. 
Mix the crumbs and hot milk together, 
then add the meat and the yolks of 
two eggs. Season with a teaspoonful 
of salt, a few dashes of pepper and 
fold in the whites beaten just enough 
to be foamy; turn the mixture into a 
buttered pan or mold, cover with a 
greased paper and steam for an hour. 
Carefully unmold on a platter aud 
serve wyth a rich 
white 
sauce in 
which a few mushrooms have boon 
stirred.

whose fires they thought long dead. 
One More to His List of Successes. 


Do you wonder .now? Now will you 


be surprised {hat it was a quick, a 
vivid and impetuous wooing that no 
friend of Herman Sielcken—none of

lation. iu 1816 Germany hud 25,000,000 
inhabitants; in 1888 46.000,000, and in 
11 U2, 00,000,000. 
It is true that the 
percentage of births has fallen from 
40.7 per 1,000 to 29.5. In spite of this 
fail tho proportional yearly increase 
in Germany is larger than iu any other 
lOuropeau country# 
Itu^nia 
Included, 
sud is nearly S per jrcl. mora thau in 
Great JUriiaiu. although tho dasth-rate 


in Germany is still higher than in 
this country. In fact, the increase is 
tho German population is progressive. 
In the period 1881-00 
this 
Increase 
amounted to GVi millions; iu 1891-11)00 
to 7.3 millions, and in the next tan 
yoars to 8 2*3 millions. This was part­ 
ly due to the decrease in emigration, 
as well as to the rapid decline in the 
death-rato. It Is estimated that in 1050 
Germany will have nearly one huudred 
million 
people.

stances it is not surprising that the 
vital statistics of the country, us ex­ 
plained in Dr. Jleifferich’s book.shoul#

Are Influencing Styles. 


It was not until last summer that 
the Paris dressmakers really looked 
upon the tango seriously. 
Up to this 
time they were of the opinion that 
any dancing dress could be worn as a 
tango frock. They thought of the tan­ 
go as a strenuous waltz or two-step 
which the enthusiasts would soon tire 
of. But when they saw it danced they 
realized that there was a fascination 
and a grace in it that would tempt 
the Parisiennes until they mastered 
it, and they Immediately began 
to 
fashion dresses which would be com­ 
fortable. One can understand the im­ 
pression the (fence had made when a 
conservative like Worth announced 
that he would make a feature of tango 
frocks, and he haa kept his word. 


Tango Wldena 8klrt. 


The first debt of gratitude the de­ 
votees of the fashion world owe to 
the tango ia the additional width in 
the skirts. 
For the past two years 
the designers have been endeavoring 
by pleats and drapery to let in a little 
more fulness, but enter the tango, and 
presto change—the wider skirt is de­ 
manded. The dance has accomplished 
what even the makers of tho modes 
were unable to go. 
Because it was 
impossible to execute many 
of 
the 
more Intricate steps in the restricted 
skirts of yesteryear, the tango enthu­ 
siasts clamored for wider skirts.

Even in their zeal, however, they 
insisted upon the fulness being let in 
with stealth. 
The additional fulness 
must bo there for a long 
glide 
or 
Jump, but it must not be in evidence 
when the wearer is at rest. 
To pro­ 
duce fulness, and yet not have it ap­ 
pear, requires the hand of an artist, 
and the fashion magicians have been 
compelled to resort to all sorts of sub­ 
terfuges. In their searching, they hit 
upon the trouserettes. 
It may have 
been a close study of the east, rather 
;han the tango, that iuspired the trous­ 
erettes, but it was surely the tango 
that has brought about their accept­ 
ance. They solve the problem for the 
tango dancer In an Ideal manner; they 
are voluminous when the wearer is 
in action and slinky when the body 
Is in a state of rest. 
Whilo the idea 
of “trousers" may seem startling at 
first,; they are really modest gar* 
ments, for they conceal tho legs, and 
even the ankles, in a way that they 
have not been enveloped for years, 
not sinco those good old days when 
pantelettes made the hoop skirts mod­ 
est. 


Tango “Trouserettes." 


The tango trouserettes are delight­ 
fully luxurious garments, mado of chif- 
on and trimmed with lace. Some are 
so full that they appear at first glance 
to be a skirt; it is not uutil the wear­ 
er is dancing that one is aware of the 
division, and the fact that the fulness 
Is confined around each ankle. There 
are sevoral varieties, some hangings 
from tho shoulders, 
others 
falling 
from tho waistline, and still others 
that are attached Just above the knee 
to a garter. 


Over these trouserettes tho skirt 
may ho draped In almost any desired 
style. 
For tangoing, 
tho 
rounded 
fronts have been 
found 
successful, 
more so than 
tho 
back 
slashing, 
though both are often soon. 
When 
the sido slashing is Bolected, both 
sides are generally slit, and volants 
of lace are inset in the openings. 
It 
is not only that these simulated lace 
petticoats are more conservative, but 
they are more attractive, and the wo­ 
man who realizes tho power of clothes 
haa adopted them In preference to 
the franker typo of slashing. 


Tunics Wired and Not Wired. 


Over tho drapery there js almost 
sure to be a Minaret tunic. 
Jt may 
seem as if a wired tunio would be de­ 
cidedly in tho way while dancing, but 
somehow it seems to sway 
with 
the 
movements of the wearer in a manner 
that is not only perfectly comfortable 
to both partners in tho dance, but is 
very graceful and appealing. Only tho 
very slender girl should thluk of wir­ 
ing the tunic, however; the larger wo­ 
man vtlll find that by weighting it is 
will sway aud give the desired effect 
of the “Minuet' movement without tho 
exaggerated outline. Tho newest Min- 
a m tunica bear a close resuiubUuico 


to the skirts of a bsllet dmnccy, end 
like the skirts of the ballet dancer 
they are cut ao full that they stand 
out without wiring or boning of any 
kind. One, two, three, wnd even font 
layers of the net are now being used, 
and wonderful blending of color« are 
possible. 


A practical modnl for tangoing Is 
the accordion pleated skirt. Ths **• 
tire skirt, may be accordion pleated of 
merely the lower flounce or two, but 
thero Is no method of gaining fulness 
and yet preserving s 
straight sfl« 
hoiiette that Is as successful aa the ** 
cordion pleating. 


Satin Supplanting Taffeta. 


The flounced skirts are sure to be 
heartily welcomed again In the apring 
if they are made adaptable for tango« 
Ing, and there la no reason why they 
should not be. 
Flounces of net ere 
aeen on many of the satin frocks that 
are supplanting tho taffeta <mea as 
tho season advances. 


In the more practical frocks, ths 
skirt Is sure to be of aatln In one ol 
Its many varletlea. 
If the frock IS 
for a tango tea the aatin will probably 
be in a dark color, so that the cos­ 
tum o may be worn on the street. The 
corsage may be aa sheer and trans* 
parent as in an evening gown, but 
tho dark hued satin skirt makea the 
frock possible for tho street when 
the dressy waist is hidden by the fur 
coat or cloth wrap. 
The dark red 
shades, the dregs of wine, and the 
rich green colors are particularly well 
liked for tango frocks, and the walats 
are made of shadow lace or chiffon. 


Waista Much Aliks. 


There seems to be a paucity of Ideas 
when it comes to 
fashioning 
the 
waist of a tango frock. It matters lit­ 
tle whether the frock is to be worn 
in the afternoon or the evening, thq 
waist must be transparent and light 
It is almost sure to be made surplice 
fashion, with a V-openlng in the front 
and perhaps In the back. 
The back 
is often built up with a high Medici 
collar of the lace. 
The sleeves are 
kimono, nine times out of ten. In an 
afternoon waist they may reach up to 
the elbow, seldom to the waist, though 
In evening gowns the long 
sleeves

In the excep­ 
tional waist, oue mado of aatlu rather

Saah Important. 


The sash or girdlo is an important 
feature of tho tango frock. Somehow 
it seems to bo au integral part of the 
tango frock, though why it should be 
is hard to explain,, for the tango la not 
of pastern origin and the saah is an 
Oriental fancy. The girls aud woman 
with slender, lithe figures cling to th* 
girdle that broadly swathes the hlpa. 
The newest ones are draped to form a 
slanting line from tho front to 
the 
back, where thye reach their widest 
depth. Fashioned from oue of the gay 
art nouveau silks, they are the nuk­ 
ing of one of the s^mber-hued cos* 
tumes. 
The iarger women raise tha 
sash to tho Umpire line, Jetting It As* 
ish at, or just below, the Hue once 
known as a waist ilife. The Japanese 
bow In the back is growing in favor 
as tlio winter advance*, and in slxe aa 
well, now spreading quite tv the ahoui* 
dor line.
